DELEGATES EXPECTED FROM EVERY 
STATE AND TEERITORY. 


Leaders Proceeding With Great Caution 
and Decline to Express Opinions of a 
Forecasting Wature—A Strong Effort 
for Harmony Among Hitherto Po- 
litical Opponents All Parties 
Will be Importuned to Forget Pest 
Struggles and Work Together for the 
General Good—Finance. 


Cuicaco, July 81.—The indications are that 
the National Silver Convention to be held 
here to-morrow will be the most largely at- 
tended inthe history of fnancial agitation. 
Delegates are expected from every State and 
Territory, although, of course, the silver- 
producing sections are most largely rep- 
resented. The leaders of the movement 
are for the first time on record, perhaps, 
proceeding with caution, and even such 
noted free-coinage advocates as Lee Cran- 
dall of Washington and Gen. Warner of Ohio 
decline to express an opinion as to exactly 
what will be the outcome of the convention. 
Astrong attempt is to be first made to unite 
ali the different elements of the convention 
in one line of action, regardless of 
past political affiliations; and Popuuiists, 
Democrats and Republicans will be asked to 
forget foratime their partisanship of the 
past in the coming struggle for free silver. It 
is already certain the resolutions to be 
adopted and the delegation sent to Washing- 
ton will be in opposition to the repeal of the 
Sherman law, unless coupled with the repeal! 
is enacted a new law providing fora greater 
volume of circulating medium. 

The Colorado people are laying great stress 
onthe opinion of the Colorado Attorney 
General this morning declaring the right ofa 
State to establish statutory deposits for 
silver bullion and to issue deposit certificates 
to be receivable by the State payment of 
State taxes and by the citizén in payment of 
legal debts. This is regarded as an unique 
means of increasing the volume of currency, 
aud may be recommended to the silver-pro- 
ducing States. 

The great efforts of the convention will be 
directed towards Influencing Congress, and 

an appeal will be made to the unemployed 
everywhere to call mass meetings and de- 


mand of Congress such legislation as will in- 


crease the volume of circulation. 

Alarge delegation from Oolorado arrived 
this forenocon, headed by Gov. Waite, Sena- 
ter Teller, ex-Gov. Routte, Congressman 
Bell, T. M. Patterson, President Fisk of the 
Pan-American Bimetallic League and Secre- 
tary Hitchinson of the Colorado Mining Stock 
Exchange. 

The Alabama Gelegation also came in. A 
conspicuous figure among them was Capt. 
Kolb, called **Governor’’ by his friends, be- 
cause they insist he was legally elected by 
the Populists last year and counted out by 
the Democrats. Others in the Alabama dele- 
gation were Col. Sumpter Lee, Warren Reese 
and Chairman Goodwin of the Democratic 


State Central Committee. 
A. J. Warnerof Ohio, and Senator Reagan 
of Texas, are also on band. ‘*We will not 
e re of the Sherman bill, or 
any of its ciauses,’’ said the latter, 
unless Aa free silver act is an 
Deolute certainty. English influences are to

SENATOR VANCB EXPLAINS. 
RaLsicn, N. O., July 81.—Senator Vance 
last week wrote a letter to the Farmers’ Al- 
Hance, in which, replying to a question as to 
his position on the silver law, he said he was 
unalterably opposed to the repeal of the 
Sherman act unless some substitute was en- 
acted. He was severely criticised for the 
tone of his letter, and now he replies in an- 
other. Itisas follows: 

„The charge that a Democrat who refuses 
to favor the unconditional repeal of the Sher. 
man law is at variance with his party de- 
pends for truth on what the party laid down 
in the platform at Chicago. If promises and 
pledges amount to anything the Chicago 
platform demands the repeal of the law as 
an obstruction to the free coinage of silver.

**CLEVELAND MUGOCRACY.’’ 

Devit’s Lax, N. D., July 81.—Senator 
Hansbrough, who is spending the summer 
here, has the following to say regarding the 
special session of Congress: 

**Congress convenes in special session 
one week from to-morrow. The object of 
this midsummer meeting, according to the 
proclamation of President Cleveland, is to 
enact legislation which will remedy the 
present financial stringency and relieve com- 
mercial stagnation. A laughabie object, 
indeed, but Mr. Cleveland will find it 
dificult to bring prosperity to the 
land by a simple act of Congress. The 
trouble is not so much the result of needed 
legislation asitis ofa well grounded fear 
thatthe Cleveland mugocracy will put the 
un-American portions of their Chicago plat- 
form into the statute books. Congress may 
repealthe so-called Sherman law and still 
there will not bea revival of Dusiness until 
Mr. Cleveland makes known his purpose with 
respect tothe economic features of future 
national policy. If Mr. Oleveland would re- 
store tost confidence he can easily do soby 
proclaiming that the McKinley law shall re- 
main untouched, and that other legislation 
under which the country has prospered shall 
go unaltered.’’ 


SHARP DECLINE IN WHEAT. 


The Records Aagin Broken—Causes of

WHAT CONGRESS WILL DO. 


Rspeal of the Sherman Law May Pass 
Within Sixty Days. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., July 31.—The impres- 
sion among members of Congress now in 
Washington is that President Cleveland’s 
message to the extra session will not be a 
lengthy document, but will be short and di- 
rect. It will not argue the financial question, 
but suggest the remedy for the existing 
financial stringency and lack of confidence 
to be applied by Congress. It is the Presi- 
dent’s purpose to recommend, first of all, the 
repeal of the Sherman law. That subject 


will be the burden of- his message. The de- 
tails of the operation of the tarif law and 
suggestions as to tim best methods of rais- 
ing revenue naturaliy come from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who alone of all the 
members of the Cabinet reports directly to 
Congress. But Mr. Carlisle makes no report 
to the extra session. He, therefore, will not 
lay before the House n 
on tariff changes till t gular meeting in 
December. 

Mr. Crisp is quoted as saying that while he 
has given the subject of the compositian of 
the committees some attention, he will not 
be prepared to announce his selections for 
sometime after the session begins. It may 
be two or three weeks, he says, before the 
announcements are made. Ihe impression 
prevails that Bland will be permitted to re- 
tain his position as Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Coinage, Weights and Measures. It is 
quite possible, however, that the personnel 
of this committee may be so altered by the 
Speaker as to leave its chairman with but 
little more influence in its councils than can 
be commanded dy his single vote. The 
make-up ofthe Committee on Banking and 
Currency is also of great consequence in 
view of the substitute legislation affectin 
national and State banks that will be urge 
at the coming session. The proposition to 
repeal the 10 per cent tax on State banks 
undonbtedly will gotothis committee, and 
it is even urged in some quarters that 
the whole question of the repeal of 
the Sherman law should be considered 
and determined by the Banking 
Committee. The chairman and several mem- 
bers of the committee, as it was organized in 
the Fifty-second Congress, failed of re-elec. 
tion last fall, and Speaker Crisp will have 
to select new meg to fill their places. The 
opponents of free silver coinage are urging 
the selection of Rayner of Maryiand as chair- 
man of this committee and Speaker Crisp is 
said to regard him very favorably. His work 
inthe interest sound moneyin the last 
Congress was suth as to entitle him to the 
highest preferment. 

There is now nd doubt that there will be 
radical changes ih the make-up of the Ways 
and Means Committee at well as in the Com- 
mittee on Rules and that on Appropriations. 
Mr. Crisp has expressed his purpose to the 
members of the Administration to so organ- 
ize his committees that they will be neipful 
to the President wishes. Mr. Crisp could 
not be elected without a contest, possibly 
not at all, if he had not been thus inclined for 
unity of action with the Administration. 

There appear to de no champions of the 
Sherman law, and the opposition to its re- 
peal comes from those Who want to use it as 
a@meansfor securing new legislation in the 
interests of silver. The form in which the 
proposition to repeal the Sherman law will 
come before the House has not yet been de- 
termined. Those who are hopeful of early 
action talk ofa joint resolution to be intro- 
duced simultaneously in both Houses, pro- 
viding, at least, for the suspension of the 
silver-purchasing clause of the law, if not 
tor its complete repeal. Others, especially 
those who, while not wedded to silver, desire 
asubstitute of some sort providing for an 
increase in the circulating medium, expect 
that the whole subject will be taken up in 
committee and both repeal bill and sub- 
stitute there formulated. In any event the 
battle must be waged in committee as 
well as on the floor, and therefore, the 
chairmanship and make-up of the commit- 
tees in which the fight may be carried on are 
of the utmost importance to both sides. 

It is expected now that a bill repealfag the 
Sherman bill may be put throgh Cungresgs in- 
side of sixty days, and that the repeal will 
be unconditional. :

That is About the Annual Crop of Peanuts 
—~A Valuable Piant. 


From the New York Independent. 

The ‘‘*govuber’’ industry of Norfolk is 
unique. There is a little city in Virginia that 
has become the greatest distributing center 
of peanuts in the world. A peanut is a 
pretty small item, butan annual crop of 
something like 6,000,000 bushels, worth 
millions of dollars, makes a pretty big item. 

The demand for goobers has doubled with- 


in the last five years and the supply does not 

et fill the growing demand. ew people 
— the curious uses towhichthe goober 
has been put in trade quite of late years. Nw 
other single plant raised inthis country is 
used in so many different ways. The Chinese 
say the cocoanut palm has as many useful 
r as there are days in the year. The 
goober is not so universal as that, but it has 
as many valuable qualities as there are days 
inthe week. The solid part of the nut is pe- 
cullarly nutritive and supplies fruit and food 
for many afamily. The vines make fine fod- 
der, some say as good as clover hay, while 
hogs fatten on what is left in the nelds after 
the crop has been gathered. 

If you grind the nut you geta sweet — 
of four, with which the housewife makes de- 
licious biscuit. If you squeeze it you obtain 
a valuable oli, resembling olive oll and used 
for similar purposes. This oll also enters 
largely into the manufacture of the better 
grades of soaps. The kernels are roasted for 
coffee. The roasted kernels are also used in 
the manufacture of some kinds of chocolate. 
The confectioner helps to ruin our digestion 
in our boyhood days with peanut candy; the 
Georgia cook alone knows how to make rich 
pastry of pounded peanuts. The artist with 
paint brush, silks and satins creates novel 
and beautiful peanut ornaments; so that 
peanut dolis and other curios 2 now be 
seen in the shop wihdows, especially around 
the holidays. 

These are some ofthe ways in which the 
leguminous nut is useful to us. The goober 
is grown more or less in all the Southern 
States. The bulk of our supply comes from 
Virginia, North Carolina and Georgia, Down 
South these edible nuts are called “ goobers’’ 
or pinders, They are not known as pea- 
nuts. Nowthat the demand is increasing 
and good 288 are obtained, more growers 
are going intothe business every year. Few 
crops are easier to grow than the goober. It 
is a hardy prolific plant,and requires no more 
care and attention than a crop of potatoes.

This morning Judge Fisher appointed a re- 
ceiver forthe Rohan Bros.’ Manufacturing 
Co. The application was made by Mr. Frank- 
lin Ferris, who represented all parties in in- 
terest.

Yellow-hammers charm their mates by 
displaying their tail feathers in the form of 
a fan; starlings chatter inthe sunshine to 
show the metallic beauty of their breast 
feathers, and swallows circle and double in 
graceful flight before their lady-loves. 

Bright shells, flowers, feathers and grasses

This morning Charles Goodall 
and James Smith, two youths, perched 
themselves in one of the basement windows 
ofthe Four Courts where they are lodged, 
shutting off the scant supply of cool air from 
those on the floor. ® captain ordered 
them down, and when y falled threatened 
to thrash them unless 6y complied. Fora 
few momentsa fight appeared imminent, 
but wiser counsels prevailed, andthe order 
was carried out not without much muttering 
from the malcontents. 

Eisenhart claims to have questioned men 
who'came over the Wabasg this morning and 
have discovered that they are misrepresent. 
ing themselves. He says that instead of being 
Colorado men and unemployed miners they 
are really ‘‘scabs’’ who went to Texas to 
take jobs during the recent strikes there. He 
claims that they were driven out of Texas 
and are now beating their way back East. 
He says that they are taking advantage of 
the present agitation to secure free trans- 
portation, food, etc.

THE SIDE-WINDER SNAKE. 


It Is a Small Rattler Found in Arizona—A 
Double- Ender Snake. 


From the Bishop (Cal.) Register. 

Capt. W. C. Pidge, the superintendent of 
the Inyo marbie quarries, near the lake, has 
two jars of alcohol, in whichare to be seen 
objects of unusual intere it. The most con- 
spicuous at first sight is a tremendous tar- 
antula, This great hairy and hideous-look- 
ing spider has its legs much doubled up for 
lack of rooomin its present quarters, but 
manifestly when he hadachance to spread 
himself it is safe to say he could cover a 


circle with his extended legs of not less than 
Sinches diameter. In the same alcoholic 
swim with his big tarantula isa scorpion of 
like gigantic proportions, anda mighty ugly 
and dangerous looking object he is—more 
forbidding in looks, perhaps, than the taran- 
tula, yet the bite of the latter is far more 
dangerous than the sting of the scorpion. 

Mixed up with these two terrible looking 
insects is another no less terrible, though 
hardly so formiMaole in looks. 

This is one ot the little rattlesnakes known 
as the ‘‘side-winder,’’ because of hig peculiar 
method of progression, which is sidewise 
one end at a time, rather than straight 
ahead, like other reptiles. The side-winder 
is found in great numbers in the hot deserts, 
and during the warmer summer nights keeps 
moving all night, unless he happens to fetch 
up in a comfortable place, like the folds of a 
bianket. If there happens to bea pros tor 
or other person in the Dianket ail the better 
forthe side-winder. He will wrap himself 
up alongside and stay there till morning if 
permitted todoso. It is said that his bite is 
certain death; nevertheless, we never hear 
of any deaths from that cause, The captain’s 
specimen was one of seven be found under 
the same rock near the quarry. 

With these is another snake a foot or soin 
length, which for certain power and ull. 
arities can challenge the reptile world. This 
little snake has a perfect head on either end 
of his body—not only that, but during his 
life-time he could and did go in either direc- 
tion without turning, just as readily one way 
as the other. Asa reptile he is as complete a 
double ender as one of these double-ender 
ferryboats, or even more, since his reversing 
gear works quick asa flash, and no matter 
which way he goes he has a complete look - 
out astern as wellas ahead. This specimen 
was found under a rock which had been 
turned over. He would dart ahead a foot or 
two at a time, then as suddenly stop. 
Then when a cane or stick was put in front of 
ls eyes he would reverse and dart right 
back, the other end or head frst, precisely as 
if that were the only head he possessed, and 
as if that were the front end he had depended 
on all hislife. Then, when an obdstable was 
placed in front of that end, back he would 
go, the otber head first, as if that were the 
only head he possessed. This is considerable 
of a snake story, and some of the snake 
editors may not believe it, nevertheless it ig 
given as the actual truth. 

The Captain not long since made another 
capture, that of a transparent—or translu- 
cent—lizard, which in that respect was quite 
as much ot a curiosity as this double-ended 
snake. This lizard was almost six inches in 
length, of a white or pale green color, and so 
transparent in his tissues you could see 
through him plainly enough to make out the

There was a great rush in the 
Excise Commissioner’s om ss to r 
the delinquent saloonists coming n 
in Swarms with thejr petitions and 
4 and bonds for their licenses 
and the proper observation of the excise 
law. The names of those who made applica- 
tion to-day will be addedto the list of the 
faithful that is to be placed in the hands of 
the police to-morrow. This list represents 
about 2,200 saloons. Of this number 800 have 
already been licensed under the new plan 
and the remainder will be in the course of a 
few days, all the necessary preliminaries 
— been compliéd with. It was the 
prevaient understanding when Excise Com- 
missioner Bell took charge of the office that 
there were but 1,700 licensed saloons. It was 
* generally known, however, at the 

ime that there were in all over 2,000 operating 
in the city. hy the time Commissioner Bell’s 
list is completed and turned over to the po- 
lice there will be comparatively but a small 
number of saloons operating without a li- 
Sense. All these will be ferreted out by the 
police investigation and their proprietors 
will be obliged to either comply with the law 
or shut up entirely. 

The list does not contain the names of all 
liquor dealers whose business brings them 
under the provisions ofthe law. There are a 
vast number of wholesale dealers who have 
been taking advantage of the law, and have 
been selling liquors in less quantities than 
five gallons. The names of these dealers are 
not onthe list. Then, too, the names of the 
Gruggists who handle vinous and fermented 
compounds in small quantifies do not ap- 


pear. 
AFTER THE DRUGGISTS.

THE NAVAL POLICY. 


Secretary Herbert Will Advocate the 
Construction of More Ships. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 81.—Regarding the 
naval policy of the present administration, 
it may be stated with authority that Secre- 
tary Herbert will advocate the construetion of 
more ships. He will be conservative in his 
estimates, but he still believes we are some 
distance from the point where we can afford 
to stop the work of ship building. He est1- 
mates $11,000,000 will be needed to 
complete the forty-two vessels dullt 
and building for the new navy. 
As this amount will be distributed over the 
coming three years he can advocate the ad- 
dition ofa shiportwo each year during the 
present administration without adding ma- 
terially to the annual appropriation for ship 
construction. It is understood to be the in- 
tention of Mr. Herbert to outline a definite 
policy as to just what our new navy should 
com prise. There will not be any radi- 
cal departures from the lines laid 
down during the last Administration. 
Mr. Herbert will have two programmes—one 
showing the total number of vessels of each 
type we should have when the new navy is 
completed, and another for which appropri- 
ation will be recommended this coming Con- 
gress. It is his opinion that before calling a 
halt we should at least reach the point where 
we stood at the close of the war. This was 
sixth among the naval powers of the world. 

The programme for action by the cqming 
Congress will, it is believed, call for a battle- 
ship and several gunboats or small cruisers, 
It is the Secretary’s idea that for the proper 
representation of the United States in for- 
elgn waters a vessel of 2,000 tons is as valu- 


able as one of fouror ffve times that size, 
and Mr. Herbert feels that a proper naval 
policy must include the power to protect our 
citizens wherever they may be. The extra- 
ordinary performance of the Detroit last 
April suggested the Idea of type, displace- 
ment and speed, and it is probable that the 
Navy Department will recommend vessels of 
not more than 2,000 tons or less than 1,500 
tons displacement, with a sea speed of four- 
teen or fifteen knots an hour. 

Careful note has been made by Mr. Her- 
bert of the large amount of coal required by 
the auxiliary machinery of the new cruisers, 
and an effort will be made to reduce this ex- 
pense to the lowest limits possible with 
efficiency. Ability to cruise without steam 
power will receive some attention. 

The somewhat radical ideas held by the 
Secretary onthe subject of armament will, 
no doubt, be modified by the Ordnance Bu- 
reau, but it is believed the larger calibers of 
rapid-fire guns will form the batteries of 
the ships recommended. 

Secretary Herbert is determined, if Cong- 
ress proves to be in a compliant mood, that 
these ships shall represent the highest en - 
clency possible for the type. A wise and 
generous policy in naval affairs will bea 
marked characteristic of the Navy Depart- 
ment for the next four years. 


CARLISLE TAKES A HAND. 

WASHINGTON, July 381.—Secretary Carlisle 
has taken a hand in the Chinese situation at 
New York, which has been the occasion of 
much friction recently between the Treasury 
Department and Collector Hicks. In a letter 
to the Collector Secretary Carlisle re- 
fers to the request made by Mr. 
Hendricks that the Treasury Department 


should modify its instructions and permit the 
New York customs officers to authenticate 
Chinese certificates as heretofore and calls 
his attention to the fact that these acts were 
stultined by the Supreme Court decision of 
Indl, which prevented the ingress of Chinese 
laborersor the issuance to them of certifi- 
— by which they could re-enter the United 
States, 

After reviewing the regulations governing 
the return to this country of Chinese persons 
after a temporary absence, the Secretary 
Says: Ihe department cannot concur in 
‘your view that the unauthorized practice of 
authenticating the certificates of the 
Chinese Consul at New York by the sig- 
nature and seal of the Collector should be re- 
sumed. Evidence ig before the department 
in one case where a Chinese person repre- 
sented himself to be a member of a firm of 
Chinese merchants in New York, and was so 
certiged by the Chinese Consul at New York, 
which certificate was duly authenticated by 
the seal of the Custom-house and the signa- 
ture of one of your deputies, when, in point 
of fact, the Chinese person who presented 
himselfat the Custom-house was another and 
entirely different person from the one named 
in the certificate, This man applied for ad- 
mission at one of the frontier custom- 
houses upon the certificate mentioned, 
which, according to your theory, would be 
conclusive evidence of his right to enter, 
inasmuch as the photo ph was that of the 
person who presented Himself, but it was not 
that of the person namedin the certificate, 
who wasarea) personage, formerly residing 
in New York and who was stijl in China. That 
many cases of this kind have occurred is be-

Foreign Exhibitors Resisting the 
Scrutiny and Stamping Order. 


BRITISH EXHIBITORS, AS USUAL, ARE 
THE MOST DEFIANT. 


They Propose to Jump Over the Turnstiles 
if Ticket-Takers Refuse Them Admis- 
sion—Have Their Instructions From 
the Oommissioner—Other Foreigners 


Take a Similar Position. 


Wortp’s Farr Grovnps, Onroaco, II., 
July 31.—There bas not been a general dispo- 
sition on the part of the foreign exhibitorsiand 
employes to conform to theorderof the Council 
of Administration regarding the scrutiny and 
stamping of passes good after Aug. 1.“ 
Many of these full-term pass-holders say 
they are not going to run after the 
chief of their department or the sub- 
ordinates of Supt. Tucker to be inspected and 
investigated. The British exhibitors and 
their employes talkin a deflant way about 
their rights and the ability of any man to 
keep them away from their exhibits when 
they hold a full-term pass. They declare 
their intention of jumping over the turn- 
stiles if the ticket-takers refuse 
them admission on their passes 
and intimate that the British 
Commissioner gave them such instructions. 
Other foreign exhibitors take the same 
ground that as the passes they have came 
through the commissioners from their coun- 
try they will take orders from none other 
than the official representatives of their gov- 
ernments. The exhibitors say they have 
submitted to enouge restrictions and indig- 
nities in regard to their free admission 
to the Fair. There is much com- 
plaint among both foreign and domestic 
exhibitors who have already met with a re- 
fusal from the department chiefs, or Supt. 
Tucker’s department, to mark passes good 
after Aug. 1, on the ground that the holders 
thereof are not regularly employed in attend- 
ance on exhibits. The indications are that, 
beginning to-morrow there will be plenty of 
trouble for the employes of the 
Department Admission. At the 
rate the 45,000 full-term and 
monthly passes are going through the 
inspection and stamping mill it will be im- 
possible to enforce the order of the Council 
to-morrow after barring out all holders. of 
passes not stamped. The only remedy will 
be in an extension of the time limit for five 
days or more to allow all who are entitled to 
further admission on their passes to get 
them marked. There has been a big 


reduction in the pass listalready. Ofthe 
45,000 full-term and monthly passes which 
were outstanding 20,000 have been canceled

THE NEUTRAL ZONE. 


A “Buffer State” Created Out of Terri- 
tory Ceded By Siam. 


Pants, July 81.—Owing to the representa- 
ions made to M. Develle, the French Foreign 
Minister, by Lord Dufferin, the British Am- 
dassador to France, the question of a neutral 
zone between the French possessions in the 
Siamese Peninsula and British Burmah and 
the Shan States has been settled satisfacto- 
rily. It has been agreed that the French 
blockade of the Siamese coast shall be raised 
immediately. 

It is now apparent that England dictated 
the terms upon which the settlement of the 
dispute was made and, more than this, gave 
France to understand that her blockade of 
Siamese ports would not be recog: 
nized by the British ships, forcing 
the French Cabinet to agree that 
merchant vessels flying the French flag 
should be permitted to pass the blockade 
without molestation. Itis taken for granted 
that the ‘‘neutral zone’’ suggested will lie 
between the isth and 28d paral- 
les, which will be satisfactory to China as 
well as to England. 


PERUVIAN AFFAIRS, 

SAN Francisco, Cal., July 31.—Ex- Minister 
to Peru John Hicks, accompanied by his 
wife, arrived yesterday from Lima via Pan- 
amaonthe steamer Osloma. He returns to 
this country after four years and a quarter of 
service as Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary. After a week’s stay here 
he will leave for Washington. Mr. Hicks 
saysthat affairs in Peru are in anything 
but an encouraging state, and that the coun- 
try is all but bankrupt. The silver question 
has already becomea series problem, and the 
whole country is in a state of political unrest 
pending the election of a President to succeed 
the present incumbent. Before the elections, 
however, the revolution, which is threaten- 
ing, may throw Peru into war. 

Referring to the so-called Mollendo outrage, 
the ex-Minister said: In one sense it was an 
outrage and in anotherit was an accident. 
A mob attacked a Masonic lodge room, gutted 
the building and burned the furniture in the 
street. The United States Consulate was inan 
adjoining building and the Consul was shot in 
the leg and his office demolished, although 
not intentionally. A squad of Peruvian 
police was present but did notinterfere. Of 
course, this constituted a grave interna- 
tional affront, but the Peruvian Government 
acted in a most honorable and courteous 
manner. Prompt apology was voluntarily 
made, the sub-prefect was dismissed and 1 
had the pleasure of turning over the sum of 
$2,000 to the Consul in fall compensation for 
all damages. It was difi¢nit to tell who was 
most pleased with the outcome of the mat- 
ter, the Americans or the Peruvians.’’ 


REDUCING MEXICO’S ARMY. 

CITY or MExico, July 81.—It is expected 
President Diaz will soon issue a decree out- 
lining a plan fora considerable reduction of 
the army by the disbandment of 4,000 or 5,000 
men. This is part of the programme of econ- 
omy decided on by the Administration, which 
is determined to make all possible sacrifices 
in order to pay interest on the foreign debt, 
which has become so heavy a charge owing 
to the enormous premium on gold. Auxil- 
lary forces will be created, which can be 
utilized if required, but which will not bea 
serious burden on the country. Mexico 
has no policy threatening the peace of 
her neighbors in Central America 
and the Diaz Administration believes a re- 
duction of the army will be regarded as a 
patriotie attempt to keep public revenues as 
far as possible at the disposal of foreign 
creditors. The largest part of the public 
debt is held in Germany and on the Continent 
of Europe, only a small part being held in 
England. Finance Minister Limentous is 
constantly devising new economies, and 
public opinion sustains the government in its 
endeavors to meet thecrisis. The present 
military force is largely employed in patrol 
and police duty all over the country, keeping 
the highways safe for travel. Hence it is im- 
possible to reduce the army greatly without 
organizing a force of civil guards. 


BISMARCK OUT OF POLITICS, 

BERLIN, July 31.—While passing through 
Hanover on his way to Kissingen Prince Bis- 
marck was presented with an address by the 
municipal aathorities. In replying to the 
address the Prince Said that if it was true 
that he was ill to-day he could say that he 
was less so than when he was in office. He 
had withdrawn from the political scene and 
now made his criticisms merely as a spec- 
tator. His aim in life dad Deen to secure Ger- 
man unity, and this had been attained in its 
highest grade. He could not in the early 
days have supposed that asa former Prus- 
sian Minister and ex-Chancellor of the Em- 
pire he would have been given such a warm 
reception in Hanover. He was all the more 


gratified at the welcome extended to him, as 
it expressed the contentment with which the 


people accepted the past.

A JINGO BOOMERANG. 

There is a possibility that the feeling of 
élation which is said to prevail on the Paris 
boulevards will give way toanother feel- 
ing not so pleasing to President Carnotand 
his present advisers. The information 
cropping out with reference to the real 
situation in the Siamese incident and the 
conduct of the French affair is not calcu- 
lated to make either the effervescent boule- 
vardiers or the more substantial French 
citizen swell with pride. 

It is given out that owing to the blunders 
and weakness of the French Government 
the blockade of Bangkok was a ridiculous 
farce, that France yielded to a firm protest 
from Great Britain and agreed to except 
the ships of neutrals: The blockade was 

therefore effective only against one little 
ship of Siam. It is also intimated that the 
surrender of Siam was accomplished under 
an understanding with the British 
Government that the full claims of France 
to Siamese territory would not be pressed. 
Other matters are also hinted at which 
render the French victory over Siam a the- 
atrical fiasco fit to serve as jest in the capi- 
tals of the world and sure to arouse the 
ire of the French jingoes against the min- 
istry. 

On the other hand it is said that there is 
a large element of the French people dis- 
gusted with the whole affair as a piece of 
imperial jingoism unworthy of a Republic. 
This is the most gratifying intelligence of 
all. It isjon the growth of this. element 
and the sound sentiment it represents that 
the hope of a high destiny for the French 
Republic must be based. 

If the French Ministry fails to reap the 
political reward it anticipated from its 
Siam operations and sufier inglorious de- 
feat in the elections through the disap- 
pointment of the jingoes and the disgust of 
wise citizens there would be little occasion 
for regret. It would be a fair return for 
wanton injustice and recklessness. It 
would strengthen the anti-jingo element 
and serve as a warning to all jingo poli- 


ticians.

THE BERGMAN CASE. 


The case of William Bergman is worthy 
of more than a passing notice. Bergman 
is the young, New Yorker who offered 
to sell himself into slavery for the 
support of his aged and widowed 
mother. He claimed that he was able and 
willing to work, was industrions, faithful 
and thrifty, but although he had ex- 
hausted all possible means of obtaining 
employment, he was unable to earn 
enough to keep himself and his mother 
from starving. 

The offer of sale into slavery was pub- 
licly made through the WORLD and within 
a day young Bergman had a dozen offers 
of help and had received more money than 
he was willing to accept. His pathetic 
appeal found prompt andj generous re- 
sponse in thousands of breasts. 

Two observations are suggested by this 
incident. One is that in a land of plenty, 
with abundant wealth, a surplus of means 
of subsistence, inexhaustible resources 
and natural opportunities for wealth pro- 
duction ,the operation of the social organi- 
zation is such that men starve from lack of 
the poor privilege of earning their daily 
bread. While some revel in a surplus 
others beg in vain for bread-earning work 
as a rich boon, 

The other observation is that the suffer- 
ing of some is not entailed upon them 
with the deliberate consent of others, 
because instances of suffering brought to 
the attention of the fortunate members of 
the organization bring prompt and gener- 
ous Offers of aid. 

The fault, therefore, is not in the cruelty 
of the members, but in the organization. 
The men are better than the system under 
which they work. Thesystem is a huge 
machine, which moves inexorably ac- 
the laws which gov- 
ern its motion. When, despite the 
unwillingness of its human factors, this 

hine undeservedly crushes thousands 

i to the misery of abject want, when with 

these starving paupers it turns out multi- 

lionaires there is something wrong 
ith the organization. 

What isthe wrong and how shall it be 
righted is the problem which offers the only 
obstacle to the realization of the highest

WROTECTION’s wonx. 

The Congressional representatives of the 
silver mining States voted for the Sher - 
man law as a measure of protection for 
their silver interests. The bill was a 
fraud. It was not a coinage law, but a 
protective law. The Republican party 
adopted it to avoid the free coinage of sil- 
ver and yet give protection to the silver 
industries of Republican States. 

The Sherman law is still in force. It has 
not been touched by Congress. The Gov- 
ernment continues to make purchases of 
silver for the benefit of the silver miners 
and in such a way that its purchases are a 
liability against the Government’s re- 
sources and a menace to the prosperity of 
the country. Yet the industry of silver 
mining and smelting is paralyzed. The 
mines and smelters are closed and 
thousands of men have been thrown out of 
employment and are dependent upon pub- 
lic charity for bread.

The situation in Denver and other cities 
of Colorado, where idle and starving peo- 
ple are threatening law and order and are 
being driven away to seek employment 
elsewhere, is only a little sharper than the 
situations frequently repeated in other lo- 
calities where labor has been dependent 
upon protected industries. 

Protection is a failure. Prosperity 
founded upon it is sham prosperity. The 
vicious principle inhering in the policy in- 
variably works out disaster. The folly of 
it has been proved as completely in the 
silver industry as in others dependent 
upon tariff protection. 

The country has suffered enough from 
protective legislation. The chief business 
of Congress is to get rid of every form of 
it and to legislate on the sound basis of 
justice and the general good.

THE AWFUL DEPOSITOR. 


One of the most striking incidents of 
modern times is the rise of the bank de- 
positor. In ordinary days, when business 
is running smoothly and there are no 
financial clouds darkening above us, we 
give the bank depositor no thought. But 
let some alleged statesman or financier 
predict that there are to be ‘tight times“ 
next winter or next summer, and we begin 
to remember that there is such a person as 
the bank depositor and that itis in his 
power to play the mischief with us and 
to cause the bottom to drop out of our real 
estate, or our stocks, or whatever other 
investment may have invited our hard 
earnings. At such a moment the bank 
depositor fairly looms on us, a huge, 
scowling giant, as merciless as Blunder- 
bore himself. 

It is not the bank depositor of large 
means who does all the damage in the 
stringency year. There are many thous- 
ands of small depositors, and every small 
depositor, making one of a crowd to stand 
before a bank, is a power for evil which he 
little intends. His only object is to secure 
himself; but what is he doing? He is clos- 
ing manufactories. He is shutting up 
stores. He is putting an end to railroad 
building. He is turning thousands of poor 
men into the street and filling the land 
with trampsand giving a new stimulus to 
crime. Is there any terror surpassing the 
bank depositor when he has been led to 
suppose that his savings are in danger? 

Unquestionably, at atime like the pres- 
ent the bank depcsitor is the most im- 
portant member of society. We must do 
our best to soothe and calm him. If he 
will not put his money back into the bank 
let us convince him that he should invest 
itin real estate or in some substantial 
business. There should be no idle money 
any more than there should be idle men. 
To be sure, the moment confidence is re- 
stored, the bank depositor will slide down 
from the lofty height where he is now rest- 
ing, but will be a much more useful as well 
asahappierman. In London, Paris, Ber- 
lin and Vienna his movements will no 
more be noted, but with himself and his 


care to nurse his vanity? Great is the 
bank depositor at this moment. May he 
be filled with wisdom, that he may pres- 
ently let up on us.

ENGLISH ATHLEIIC NEWS. 


A Fresh Set of Records Madeat the Last 
A. A, A. Meeting. 

So many new records have been abolished 
this season that it was only natural to expect 
afresh setto be established at the annual 
meeting ofthe Amateur Athletic Association 
of England, held at Northampton on July 1. 
The championship competitions, although 
noteworthy for some fine achievements, did 
not bring about any performance that dis- 
turbed the stunding chronicles. In the 
Hundred, C. A. Bradley of the Hudders- 


Held A. C., the champion, maintained his 
title and tied with A. Wharton’s record by 
running the distance in level time—i0s. dead. 
His was distinctly a better performance than 
that credited to Wharton at Stam- 
ford 12 in 1886, inasmuch as he 
got off badly, and finished up hill. Another 
noteworthy feature of the day’s sport was 
the dual tictory of E. C. Bredin (London A. 
©.) in the ‘‘quarter’’ and the half. The 
first race he won in 49 1-5s., and the second 
in im. 55%4s., and in the longer distance race 
he wrested championship honors from the 
previous holder, W. J. Holmes. The mile 
run was won by F. E. Bacon, Ashton, under 
Lyne A, C., in 4m. 221-5s. In the four-mile 
race excitement ran high, as those ever 
fighting opponents, Sid Thomas and C. E. 
Willers, met. The pair waited on each other 
too long, andin the end C. Pearce of the 
Birchfield Harrier stole the race from them 
by a splendidly sustained spurt, his time 
being 20m). 128-5s., Willers was second and 
Thomas, sixty yards behind, third. Inthe 
high jump tue Irish athlete, Ryan, who won, 
effected the splendid clearance of 6 feet 24% 
inches. The Hibernians were well to the 
fore, as Denis Horgan (Irish A. A. A.) won 
the weight-putting with a put of 42 feet9 
inches; 1.

MEINIJIES’ GREAT WORK. 


How the South African Champion 
Smashed the English Ten Mile Record. 


During the month of Julysome wonderful 
performances were made in England on the 
wheel. The bicycle meeting at Herne Hill 
on July 8 resulted in more records being 
broken by Meintjies, the South African cham- 
pion, who had entered for the Brixton chal- 
lenge cup, originally held by F. J. Osmond, 
now in Chicago. The distance was ten 


Nine started, but the race was be- 
tween G. E. Osmond of London, C. C., and 
Meintjies, the former breaking the record 
from three to seven miles, when Meintjies 
passed him and continued to break the rec- 
ords for every mile, the tenth one being ac- 
complished in 24m., 14 2-5s.

The Navahoe continued to 
gain slowly and at 1:50 was leading the Val- 
Kyrie by ten seconds. The Britannia wasa 
close third. ;

THE ROYALIST CAUSE. 


Partial Explanation of the Mystery Con- 
mected With the Alexander. 


San FRANCISCO, July 31.—After intimating 
that acertain Hawalian known as ‘‘Licur- 
gus, the Greek,’’is engaged in smuggling 
arms into Honolulu, a newspaper here says: 
Rifles and cartrages have been shipped to 
Honolulu. This is known. No seizure has 
been made of any such goods on the Hawall- 
an Islands. So does not everything point to 
a clever plot on the partor the Royalists in 
Honolulu? When the false report was sent 


out from Port Townsend that the Mohican 
had been fired upon by the steamer 
Alexander everybody inquired regarding 
the latter vessel. Sunday morning 
this paper told of her curious make. 
She salled from here on a hunting 
and fishing cruise. She is of 945 tons and car- 
ried a crew of forty-five men. She salled 
under the Hawallan flag and was booked as 
the property of Efa of Honolulu. The Alex- 
ander carried the following articles of war- 
fare: Two six-pounder rapid-fire Hotchkiss 
guns, two four- pounder rapid-fire Hotchkiss 
guns, 100 Winchester rifles, 5,000 rounds of 
rife ammunition, 500 four-pound shells, 500 
six-pound shells, four adjustible gun car- 
riages, three whitehead torpedoes, and a 
large quantity of cutlasses and small arms. 
It is positively known that this boat salled 
from here rigged fora fight in this manner. 
The Alexander is fitted for close inshore fight- 
ing. Her draught is just light enough to al- 
low ber to run into port at Waikiki. Then 
what would follow? The two Hotchkiss guns 
would be transferred toshoreina couple of 
hours. The forty-five men on board, rein- 
forced dy Royalists and armed with rifles on 
the Alexander alone, could take Honolulu. 
The Provisional Government has only an 
army of 3850 men and four rapid-fring 
guns. Sam Parder could get 

men to do his bidding at a 
moment’s notice. Among those are 200 who 
belong to the old Hawallan army and they 
are crack shots. Again, the Alexander 
might be off the town of Honolulu and shell 
the city until it capitulated.. Under the 
instructions of Minister Blount the Boston 
and the Adams could not interfere. But the 
probability isthat a shore attack would be 
made and even now the difficult roadway 
from Honolulu to Waikiki may be the scene 
ofcarnage. John Efa, under whose name 
the Alexander sailed, is a well-Known 
citizen of Honolulu and is interested in the 
royalist cause. He is active.

THE ANTI-OPTION BILL. ~ 


Washburn and Hatch Will Renew the 
Fattle in Conégress. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 31.—Lobbyists 
arecoming back to town again and in ad- 
vance ofthe assembling of the members of 
Congress. These lobbyists are anticipating 
that they will reap a rich harvest during the 
next year. This in a measure is due to the 
fact that they expect to be employed either 
on one side or the other in the fight for the 
repeal of the Sherman law. This is also true 


with respect to the fight that will naturally 
come up after the billis repealed. Ifitisan 
unconditional repeal there will be legislation 
that Congress will endeavour to substitute for 
the existing law. Naturally the lobbyists will 
be 8 on both sides of this 
contest. urther than this they may get 
som ployment when the tariff bill is uD.

Washburn-Hatch anti-option measure pro- 
vided these two gentlemen see an opportn- 
nity to get their bill before Congress durin 
the coming session. There is still a grea 
deal of interest displayed, especially in New 
York, Chicago and other cities, in reference 
to the probable action of Messrs. Washburao 
and Hatch in future. Those opposed tothe 
billin New York and Chicago prevented the 
bill becoming a law last year through the 
medium of shrewd lobbyists in 
the Capital City. The opponents of the 
measure, it willof course be remembered, 
were not strong enough in Congress to pre- 
vent the passage of the bill in either house 
on a direct vote. This the opposition discov- 
ered very early in the fight and on account of 
this reason other tactics were pursued to pre- 
vent the bill coming to the President for 
either approval or disapproval. 

It is stated here now that before the close 
of the first session of the Fifty-second Con- 
— those opposed to Washburn and Hatch 

came satisfied thatthey could defeat in 
some manner the anti-option law being put 
on the Statute books, though they realized 
that it would cost them considerable money 
to block the pathway of the Minnesota ana 
Missouri advocates ofthe bill.
